Rev. and Mrs. Rollan Mor­ 
gan will dedicate their new 
North Torrance Foursqnan 
Church at 18098 Prairie Ave 
Friday night at 7:30 p.m., cli­ 
maxing nearly nine months of 
hard work on their part. 

Obtain Site
Both graduates of LIFE 

Bible College, Los Angeles, the 
couple found the church site 
last year and discovered that 
Mrs. Bertha E, Trombley, who 
owned it, had been saving It for 
a number of years as a church 
Site. She said she had been 
offered more money for the 
land, but felt that a church 
should be located there and 
had previously refused to 
sell it.

Ironically, Mrs. Trombley 
died on the day that the escrow 

| was completed last October. 
'She was 85.

Rev, Morgan moved into Mrs. 
Trombley's house, which is 
located on the church property 
and made plans to erect a tent 
on the property In which he 
could hold services. He had 
purchased the tent and was 
planning to put it up when 
the nearby Ascension Luther­ 
an Church offered him an old 
building which was no longer 
needed because a new church 
recently had been built. 

Building Moved
He arranged to have the 

building moved onto the prop­ 
erty and he and his wife be­ 
gan getting it ready for use 
by a congregation which the 
Lord had not yet provided. To 
their surprise, they were 
joined in their work by a num­ 
ber of the neighbors, most of 
whom did not go to any church 
speeding the completion of the 
work.

The result is the church 
building, seating 85 people, 
which will be dedicated tomor­ 
row night at 7:30 p.m., with 
'" Earl W. Dorrance, district

pervisor for the Foursquare 
Churches of Southern Califor­ 
nia, as speaker, and the Rev. 
Harold Hawkins, North Redon­ 
do Chapel as song leader.

Rev. Morgan decided not to 
use the usual method of start­ 
ing his church   canvassing the 
neighborhood. He says he be­ 
lieves that the Lord will help 
him gain members for his 
congregation.

Assisted at Compton
A native of Texas, Rev. Mor­ 

gan was formerly assistant pas­ 
tor at the Foursquare Church 
of Compton for a year before 
moving to Torrance. Both he
